The result codes are grouped roughly according to the lowest level at which the 
error may occur. This doesn't mean that only routines at that level may cause 
those errors; higher-level software may yield the same result codes. For 
example, an Operating System Utility routine that calls the Memory Manager may 
return one of the Memory Manager result codes. Where a different or more 
specific meaning is appropriate in a different context, that meaning is also 
listed.
